S.R.O.No. 955 /82.- In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (b ) 
of sub- section (1) of section 3 of the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 (Central Act 
11 of 1948) , read with sub -section ( 2) of section 5 thereof, the Government of 
Kerala , after considering the objections and suggestions received on the draft 
proposals published in Notification No. 30799/ E1/80/LBR dated the 6th 
March , 1981, in the Kerala Gazette Extraordinary No. 224 dated the 21st 
March 1981, as required under clause (b ) of sub -section (1 ) of section 5 of the 
said Act and after consulting theMinimum Wages Advisory Board constituted 
under section 7 of the said Act, and in supersession of Notification No. 16847/ 
E1/73 /LBR dated the 1st April, 1974, published in the Kerala Gazette Extra 
ordinary Vol. No. XIX dated the 1st April, 1974 , hereby revise the minimum 
rates of wages payable to the employees employed in Fish Peeling and Fish 
Canning , Freezing and Exporting of Sea Foods and Frog Legs in the State as 
specified in the Schedule hereto annexed and fix the Fifteenth day of August, 
1982 as the date from which the revised rates ofwages shall come into force, 
namely:

B. Dearness Allowance 

The Dearness Allowance shall be calculated on the basis of the Consumer 
Price Index Numbers of each district headquarters of Travancore- Cochin 
area . For Malabar area the Consumer Price Index Number of Calicut 
should be the basis for the Dearness Allowance Calculation . The Variable 
Dearness Allowance shall be calculated at the end of every month on the basis 
of the latest available Consumer Price Index Numbers published by the 
Directorate of Economics and Statistics. 

The daily rated workers shall be eligible for Variable Dearness Allowance 
at the rate of six paise for the increase of every one point above 100 points in 
the new series . 

The monthly rated workers shall be eligible for Variable Dearness 
Allowance at the rate of rupee one and paise fiftysix only for the increase of 
every one point above 100 points in the new series. 

The piece rated workers shall also be paid Variable Dearness Allowance 
at the above rates . 

In case employees of any establishment are at present getting higher 
wages and Dearness Allowance, than the Minimum Wages fixed as per this 
Notification, they shall continue to enjoy such higher rates .

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Explanatory Note

its general purport). 


Government have fixed the minimum rates of wages in the Employment 
in Fish Peeling, Fish Canning, Freezing and Exporting of Sea Foods and 
Frog Legs vide Notification No. 16847/ 1 /73 /LBR dated 1-4-1974 . As it is 
time to revise the minimum wages, Government have decided to revise the 
existing minimum wages payable to the employees employed in Fish Peeling 
and Fish Canning, Freezing and Exporting of Sea Foods and Frog Legs in the 
State as per Section 5 (1) (b ) of Minimum Wages Act, 1948 and published the 
preliminary Notification No. 30799/E1/80/ LBR dated 6-3-1981. Objections 
and suggestions received in this regard have been examined in consultation 
with the Minimum Wages Advisory Board . Government have now decided 
to revise theminimum rates of wages in this industry.

- In exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause ( b ) of sub -section ( 1 ) of section 3 of the Minimum Wages 
Act, 1948 (Central Act 11 of 1948 ) , read with sub -section ( 2 ) of 
section 5 thereof, the Government of Kerala , after considering the 
objections and suggestions received on the draft proposals published 
in Notification No. 30493 E180 LBR dated the 18th March , 1981, 
in the Kerala Gazette Extraordinary No. 223 dated the 21st March, 
1981, as l equired under clause ( b ) of sub - section ( 1 ) of section 5 
of the said Act and after consulting the Minimum Wages Advisory 
Board constituted under Section 7 of the said Act, and in super 
session of Notification No. 36014 A170 LSWD. dated the 17th 
November, 1971, published in Part of the Kerala Gazette No. 49 
dated the 21st December, 1971, hereby revise the inirimum rates 
of wages payable to the employees employed in Rice Mills , Flour 
. Mills and Dhall Mills in the State as specified in the schedule hereto 
annexed and fix the fifteenth day of August 1982 as the date from 
which the revised rates of wages shall come into force, namely :

DEARNESS ALLOWANCE 
The Dearness Allowance shall be calculated on the basis of 
the Consumer Price Index Numbers of each District Headquarters 
in the case of Travancore-Cochin area . For Malabar area the 
Consumer Price Index Numbers of Calicut should be the basis far 
the Dearness Allowance calculation . The Variable Dearness 
Allowance shall be calculated at the end of every month on the 
basis of the latest available Consumer Price Index Numbers 
published by the Directorate of Economics and Statistics, Govern 
ment of Kerala .

The daily rated workers shall be eligible for Variable Dearness 
Allowance at the rate of six paise for the increase of every one 
point above 100 points in the new series. 

The monthly -rated workers shall be eligible for Variable 
Dearness Allowance at the rate of Rupee one and Paise fiftysix only 
for the increase of every one point above 100 points in the new 
series.
